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“Our ability to protect him in our rotation helped,” said Shapiro. 
“In 2001, we won our division, and had a pretty good staff around 
C.C. - and he always had that great fallback insurance policy of a 
98 mph fastball.” 

Although he won 30 games in his first two years, Sabathia had 
a better first half in 2003 than he had in either of his first two years 
in the league. 

He says he feels like he has made tremendous progress from his 
rookie year, though quickly adding that he still has much to learn. 

“The biggest difference between now and when I was a rookie,” 
he says, “is that I’ve learned more about how to pitch to many play-

ers. I’ve been around a couple of years, so I know the hitters better. 
My mechanics are better, and I think I’ve cut down on mistakes.” 

Which, of course, is critical for any pitcher striving to be a No.1. 

“You make mistakes in this league, and hitters won’t miss them,” 
Sabathia says. “You don’t forget your mistakes, because lots of times 
they get hit a long way.” 

Sabathia’s emergence as a staff leader, and potential bonafide 
industry-recognized No.1 starter couldn’t come at a better time for 
the Indians. With the Tribe rebuilding around a young pitching 
staff, Sabathia, despite his youth, is already one of the veterans of 
the staff, and a cornerstone for the future. 
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“It’s not mandatory to have a No.1 starter in order to be a con- 
tender,” said Wedge. “But it is important to have leaders on your 
team and on your pitching staff. You need people on your team 
who can lead you to where you want to go.” 

Indians officials feel Sabathia can be, and, to a certain extent, 
already is, the leader of the pitching staff. 

Sabathia himself, is eager to assume that role. 

“I want to be the guy out there stopping losing streaks, the guy 
all of my teammates want out there when we have to win a big 
game,” he said. 

Those, of course, are two more characteristics of a No.1 starter. 
A true No.1 starter, not an imposter. 

“There’s a big difference between being the Opening Day starter 
and being a true No.1 starter,” Wedge says. “There are not 30 No.1 
starters in the Major Leagues. But C.C. is definitely traveling down 
the road to being a No.1 starter.” 

And perhaps nobody can appreciate the importance of having a 
dependable No.1 starter than a manager. 

“To me, a No.1 starter is a guy you can count on,” says Wedge. 
“You know exactly what you are going to get from him from start 
to start. A No.1 will step up when you're in a tough stretch of games, 
and win his game. You know he'll get you deep into just about every 
game he pitches. C.C. has worked very hard at this. He knows the 
responsibility that comes with being a No.1 starter. And he knows 
that a No.1 starter leads by example.” 

Sabathia has been not just a good example, and a staff leader, 
but also remarkably consistent. From All-Star Game to All-Star 
Game, 2002 to 2003, his record was 15-8. 

And the best may be yet to come for Sabathia this season. In his 
first two years in the league, his combined record in the second half 
of the season was 17-6. Clearly, this is a pitcher who gets better as 
the season progresses — another desirable trait for a No.1 starter. 

And when the Indians are ready to return to the post season, 
Sabathia has experience there as well. 

He was the winning pitcher in the Indians last post-season vic- 
tory, Game 3 of the 2001 Division Series, a 17-2 Tribe win over 
Seattle, in which Sabathia pitched six innings, holding the 116-win 
Mariners to two runs. 

“Out of all the games I’ve pitched in my career, that’s probably 
the one I learned the most from,” says Sabathia. “I had a bad first 
inning, but then we scored some runs, and I was able to get it to- 
gether, and pitch six innings.” 

No. 1 starters are not only productive and reliable, they are 
also durable. And Sabathia couldn’t be more durable. In his 2-12 
years in the Major Leagues, he has never spent a day on the dis- 
abled list. 

All of which speaks to a bright future for a pitcher who has 
gone from being a first-round pick — the 20th player taken overall — 
in the 1998 June Draft, to a pitcher who appears to be on the verge 
of joining that elusive group of elite No.1 starters. 

“I don’t have any specific goals for the future,” Sabathia said. “I 
just want to keep trying to win games.” 

And that, when you get right down to it, is the No.1 starter’s 
No.1 responsibility. To win games. Big ones. Small ones. And ev- 
erything in between. Because No.1 starters are, first and foremost, 
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winners. A No.1 starter is a pitcher who, on days he pitches, makes 
sure it’s the other team’s starter who is the losing pitcher. 

Shapiro feels that Sabathia has all the required tools, including 
the leadership qualities necessary, to be the point man for the Indi- 
ans rotation as they move through their rebuilding phase and back 
into contention. 

“The thing I like most about C.C.,” says Shapiro, “is that he’s 
still learning, and he’s still getting better, even though he has ac- 
complished at age 22 what most pitchers would love to accomplish 
by age 28.”
